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FIREMEN’S SMOKER. 


The ocfiars and menmers/cl Edmon- 
fon fire brigade held therr annual 
“cynoker” last night inthe fire hal. 
There. was a Jlarge andi enthusiastic 
gathering. the number of members and 
guests together reaching considerably 
over the 100 mark. ¢ 


Three sets @f tables were spread in 
the council chamber 2124 about these 
ihe gathering ranged themselves, Chief 
jauder in the chairs After a‘ hearty 
junch had been partaken of an inter- 
esiing 2gd varied praégramme was be- 
gun. Two of the speeches bearing most 
directly on the fire brigade question 
were from the chief, TL G. Lauder, and 
the secretary, H. W, Heathcote, whoris 
running far town councillor. 


In the course of his remarks Chief 
Lauder pointed out the grea’ need of 
yore assistanee from the council and 
ratepayers. He asked particularly for 

= council to provide proper inspection 
of water tanks, to see that they were 

| kept futt at al times, and ito pro- 
vide better means of protection for the 
cutlying portions of the topwn, the west 
end particularly. The grant ta the 
prigade, including all expenses for 
fires, 2larms, Practice, ete., amounted 
for the past year to about $6.00 per 
ead on a Volunteer force of 40 men. 
Most of the brigade consisted of young 
men who had no property to'lose by 
fire, but who gave their services gratis 
the protection of ratepayers. He 
denounced the support given the bri- 
cade as being utterly inadequate.
